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WORRIED  ABOUT  THE  SHRINKING  DOLLAR? 
REJOICE  THAT  IT’S  NOT  A  DOG’S  TOOTH

Money,  the  root  of  all  evil,  has  been 
with  us  for  10  centuries  in  one  form  or 
another  since  the  first  coins  of  gold 
appeared  in  Lydia  some  2,700  years 
ago.  Our  present  form  of  hard  specie 
and  soft  currency  with  its  inflation, 
erosion,  boom  and  bust  may  still  be 
the  best  system  devised  by  man 
Let  s  take  a  look  at  some  of  the 
systems  and  their  shortcomings. 

Folks  in  the  North  once  used  seal 
skins  as  money.  All  you  needed  ws  a 
club  to  belt  a  seal.  If  you  needed 
money  for  Christmas,  you  simply  took 
your  club  and  went  looking  tor  the 
nearest  seal.  This  was  the  start  of  the 
first  Christmas  Club.  Since  every  belt 
would  bring  a  pelt  the  procedure 
raised  hob  with  the  money  supply, 
and  inflation  of  the  SSIC  (Seal  Skins 
in  Circulation)  caused  deflation  of  the 
seal  supply,  which  put  the  seal  of 
doom  on  the  system 

Early  American  Indians  used 
wampum  and  wove  charge  cards  of 
tiny  sea  shells  It  was  determined  that 
a  blue  shell,  in  short  supply,  was 
worth  four  white  shells,  and  it  wasn  t 
too  long  before  some  sharp  brave 
discovered  that  he  could  dye  his 
white  '  shells  blue  to  increase  his 
wealth  four-fold.  When  his  secret  got 
out,  everyone  was  dying  to  get  rich 
and  inflation  ran  rampant 

In  the  Solomon  Islands  they  used 
dog  teeth  money  which  caused  a 
problem.  Dogs  would  run  about 
gumming  the  mail  carriers.  This,  no 
doubt,  led  to  the  expression  we  still 
hear  today:  Can  I  put  the  bite  on  you 
for  $5?"  A  young  man  would  set  out 
to  seek  his  fortune  and  return  with  a 
bunch  of  doog  teeth  and  say,  "Look 
Ma,  no  cavities. "  A  man  was 
seriously  bitten  when  he  sat  on  his 
wallet  and  he  had  to  have  rabies 
shots. 

Denture  manufacturers  started 
making  counterfeit  dog  teeth  and 
inflation  put  an  end  to  that  system. 

The  Yap  Island  people  used  stone 
money  ranging  in  size  up  to  12  feet  in 
diameter  with  a  hole  in  the  center  like 
a  large  stale  doughnut.  The  stones 
were  quarried  in  the  Palau  Islands 
hundreds  of  miles  away  and  ferried 
by  ratt  to  Yap  Island  Many  times  a 
tropical  storm  would  capsize  the  raft, 
sending  Yap  Islanders  and  their  stone 
money  to  the  bottom  of  the  sea, 
which  is  a  grim  ferry  tale,  indeed,  but 
not  the  first  time  the  sharks  got  the 


money 

The  cumbersome  stones  were  a 
symbol  of  wealth,  and  the  richest  man 
on  the  island  was  Chief  Harry  “No- 
Toes"  Dunkin,  who  was  president  of 
the  Yap  First  National  Bank  and 
Truss  Company  (every  teller  had  a 
hernia).  You  should  have  seen  the 
machine  that  made  change!  The  vault 
looked  like  a  cemetery  for  executives 
of  Life  Saver  Candy. 

The  money,  though  made  of  stone, 
was  subject  to  the  forces  of  nature 
and  eroded  quite  rapidly.  When 
modern  machinery  made  quarrying 
easy,  inflation  took  over  and  piling  up 
a  fortune  took  a  lot  of  real  estate, 
besides  being  dangerous. 

In  the  United  States,  wood  was 
used  as  money  in  the  1930s  due  to  a 
shortage  of  com  and  currency  of  the 
realm.  Bank  tellers  complained  of 
splinters,  but  when  termites  got  into 
the  vault  that  was  that  and  another 
money  system  bit  the  dust. 

So  you  see,  money  systems  come 
and  go.  Inflation,  counterfeiters  and 
sharks  are  still  with  us,  but  your 
convenient  round  metal  coins  are  the 
best  thing  yet,  in  spite  of  erosion, 
whizzing,  inflation,  overgrading  and 
all  the  other  ills.  Anyway,  no  one  has 
ever  come  up  with  an  album  to  collect 
wampum,  seal  skins.  Yat  stones  or 
wood,  so  count  your  blessings.

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The  Numismatic  Book  Shelf 


by  SANFORD  J.  DURST,  NLG 

While  most  collectors  have  become 
very  investment  oriented  in  recent 
years,  so  much  so  in  fact,  that  the 
first  question  they  always  ask  is, 
"What's  it  worth?,”  Jhere  is  a  growing 
fraternity  of  numismatists  who  are 
interested  in  the  history,  aesthetics, 
and  cultural  aspects  of  coinage. 

A  number  of  books  are  available  for 
the  collector  who  is  so  inclined  and  I 
am  pleased  to  mention  a  few  here 
with  a  short  review  of  their  contents. 

THE  ILLUSTRATED  HISTORY  OF 
THE  U.S.  MINT  by  George  Evans 
was  printed  for  a  number  of  years  in 
the  late  1800's  and  actually  sold  at 
the  U.S.  Mint  as  a  souvenir.  The 
reprint  which  is  now  available  was  of 
the  1892  edition  which  was  the 
Centennial  of  the  U.S.  Mint  and 
therefore  covers  the  first  100  years  of 
its  history.  The  book  is  a  veritable 
encyclopedia  of  the  early  numismatic 
history  of  the  United  States  and 
includes  many  beautiful  woodcut 
illustrations  on  coining  procedures, 
mint  buildings,  key  personnel  and 
designers  of  coinage,  etc.  The  book 
has  many  charts  and  substantial 
number  of  statistics  on  where  the 
metal  came  from  which  produced  our 
coins,  number  of  coins  actually 
produced,  meltage  figures,  etc.  This 
book  has  been  recently  reprinted  and 
is  offered  at  $14.95  which  is  a 
bargain  for  the  over  250  page 
hardbound  edition.  The  reprint  was 
limited  to  1000  copies.  THE 
HISTORY  OF  THE  BUREAU  OF 
ENGRAVING  &  PRINTING  is  another 
important  book  just  reprinted  also  in  a 
1000  copy  limited  edition.  It  is 
hardcovered  in  simulated  leather  and 
gold  stamped.

Don  Taxay  is  an  excellent  reference 
also  and  the  400  page  book  is 
available  at  an  excellent  price  of 
$12.50.  It  has  numerous  illustrations 
and  substantial  data  on  the  smelting, 
assaying,  alloying,  engraving  and 
other  aspects  of  production  of  coins 
from  Colonial  times  to  the  mid-1960  s. 

NUMISMATIC  ART  IN  AMERICA 
by  Cornelius  Vermeule  is  perhaps  the 
only  book  that  has  been  written  on 
the  aesthetics  of  American  coinage. 
The  author  is  the  Head  of  the 
Department  of  Classics  at  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts  and  is  an  author 
of  great  standing.  This  300  page  book 
is  heavily  illustrated  and  covers  coins 
and  medals.  It  goes  into  great  depth 
in  the  areas  of  the  design  and 
designers  who  produced  these  works 
of  fine  art  during  our  numismatic 
history  and  is  excellent  reading  for 
the  serious  collector  and  numismatist.

FOURTEEN  BITS  by  Dave  Ganz,  a 
popular  and  noted  numismatist  and 
columnist  for  many  of  the  coin 
publications  is  the  history  of  the 
Bicentennial  coinage  and  this  96 
page  book,  softcover,  is  an  excellent 
reference  on  the  legal  and 
numismatic  aspects  of  just  how  our 
bicentennial  coinage  came  to  be. 
FOURTEEN  BITS  is  the  total  value  of 
the  Bicentennial  coinage  coming  from 
the  old  Spanish  one  bit  equals  1/8  of 
a  dollar.  This  occurred  in  the  early 
colonial  days  when  Spanish  milled 
dollars  were  cut  up  for  change  and  8 
bits  was  one  Spanish  milled  dollar.

MANCHESTER  TOWNSHIP  -  You 
may  not  be  able  to  get  money  for 
obsolete  currency,  but  don't  tell  that 
to  William  S.  Dewey 

Dewey,  a  retired  engineer,  is 
digging  into  the  history  of  Ocean 
County  currency  and  sees  a  treasure 
in  old  coins,  tokens,  medals  and 
paper  money. 

Numismatics  has  been  the  73-year- 
old  Dewey's  hobby  for  more  than  four 
decades. 

A  former  curator  of  the  American 
Numismatist  Association,  Dewey  has 
published  many  articles  on  a  variety 
of  topics. 

His  latest  project  is  the  study  of 
currency  and  tokens  in  Ocean  County 
history. 

Because  little  research  on  the 
subject  has  been  done  in  the  past, 
Dewey  didn't  expect  it  to  be  a  major 
project. 

But  the  amount  of  resource 
material  is  suprising  him,  he  said. 

“I  thought  it  would  be  very  simple, 
but  I  have  about  10  notebooks  filled 
with  material,”  Dewey  said. 

Dewey  is  working  on  an  article 
about  the  currency  issued  by  the 
Bergen  Iron  Works  at  what  is  now 
Lakewood.

Other  numismatic  books  have 
alluded  to  the  currency,  but  Dewey 
said  he  has  been  unable  to  locate 
any  of  the  6V4-cent  and  12V2-cent 
coins  supposedly  issued  by  the 
Bergen  Iron  Works  in  1859. 

The  coins,  like  currency  issued  by 
many  manufacturers  in  19th  century 
America,  were  valueless  outside  the 
general  store  operated  by  the  plant 
owner,  he  said. 

Dewey  said  1 1  banks  in  Ocean 
County  issued  currency  before  the 
institution  of  a  national  currency 
system. 

They  included  the  Ocean  County 
National  Bank  of  Toms  River  in  1857 
and  thr  Delaware  &  Hudson  Bank  in 
1851,  he  said. 

Other  items  Dewey  is  interested  in 
studying  include  wooden  nickels, 
tokens  and  medals. 

His  wooden  nickel  collection 
ranges  from  those  containing 
campaign  slogans  issued  by  Dover 
Township  Committeeman  Robert  V. 
Brune  to  those  issued  by  the  Brick 
Township  Elks  Club. 


He  has  medals  commemorating  the 
J.  Stanley  Tunney  bridge  and 
institutions  such  as  the  Naval  Air 
Station  at  Lakehurst  and  Fort  Dix. 

Dewey  has  stumbled  on  tokens 
issued  by  Nite  Owl  Taxi,  Toms  River; 
Flos  Diner,  Beach  Haven,  and  a 
variety  of  those  used  at  amusement 
arcades  along  the  Shore,  among 
many  others. 

Dewey's  favorite  numismatic 
project  has  been  the  study  of 
souvenirs  issued  around  the  turn  of 
the  century  in  honor  of  Adm.  George 
E.  Dewey. 

The  admiral  was  most  famous  for 
his  leadership  during  the  May  1, 
1898,  Battle  of  Manila  Bay  during  the 
Spanish-American  War. 

He  died  in  1917. 

He  and  William  S.  Dewey's  father 
were  sixth  couins,  Dewey  said. 

Dewey  has  written  nine  articles  on 
the  subject  between  1939  and  last 
year. 

Most  have  been  published  in  The 
Numismatist,”  the  organ  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association,  he

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C  olorado  Man  s  Story 
Has  A  Silver  Lining

Joseph  Lesher  had  a  great  idea.  He 
made  his  own  "dollars"  in  1900  and 
sold  them  for  $1.25.  They  contained 
an  ounce  of  pure  silver  which  he 
bought  at  65  cents  per  ounce,  it  cost 
15  cents  to  "mint"  each  one  so  he 
cleared  45  cents  on  each.  Good  busi¬ 
ness? 

Lesher,  in  the  small  town  of  Victor, 
on  the  southwest  slope  of  Pike's  Peak 
in  Colorado,  was  not  interested  in 
making  a  profit  from  the  coins  as 
much  as  he  was  interested  in  the 
coining  of  silver.  His  theory  was  that 
if  more  silver  was  used  the  silver 
mines  would  be  started  up  and  pros¬ 
perity  would  return  to  the  silver 
mines  of  Colorado.  Lesher  had  been 
a  silver  miner  all  his  life  and  some 
real  estate  deals  had  made  him  a 
wealthy  man.  He  now  owned  his  own 
silver  mine,  why  not  his  own  mint? 

The  price  of  silver  had  been  de¬ 
pressed  since  the  slump  of  1892.  Gov¬ 
ernor  Waite  was  an  advocate  of  'free 
silver'  and  so  was  Colorado  Sen.  E.O. 
Wolcott,  who  advised  Lesher  that  he 
would  not  get  into  any  trouble  with 
the  U.S.  Treasury  Department  if  he 
made  his  coins  in  a  manner  that  did 
not  resemble  the  Denver  Mint  prod¬ 
uct. 

Lesher  decided  on  an  eight-sided 
piece  and  had  dies  made  by  Frank 
Hurd,  a  Denver  die  sinker.  The  octa¬ 
gon  shaped  pieces  were  struck  by  a 
private  mint  in  Denver  in  a  quantity 
of  100  which  he  called  "referendum 
dollars,"  which  offered  the  individual 
the  referendum  to  accept  or  reject  his 
coin  which  he  was  willing  to  redeem 
for  $1.25  in  United  States  money. 

When  the  Victor  Daily  Record  pub¬ 
lished  the  story  about  Mr.  Lesher's 
venture  Nov.  14,  1900  he  was  be¬ 
sieged  with  callers.  The  most  wel¬ 
comed  caller  was  A.B.  Bumstead,  a 
local  grocer  who  wanted  to  use  the 
'coins'  in  his  business.  Lesher  turned 
the  entire  issue  over  to  the  eager 
merchant. 

The  follow-up  story  in  the  Victory 
Daily  Record  the  next  day  said  that 
Lesher  had  been  contacted  by  the  As¬ 
sociated  Press  for  details  on  his  ven¬ 
ture  and  that  several  local  merchants 
were  anxious  to  follow  the  lead  of 
grocer  Bumstead  in  using  the  coin  in 
exchange  for  goods  and  services  in 
connection  with  their  business. 

The  second  issue  of  "Lesher  Refer¬ 
endum  Souvenir"  medals  were  the 
same  weight  as  the  standard  U.S.  sil¬ 


ver  dollar  and  had  the  name  of  A.E. 
Bumstead  on  the  serially  numbered 
pieces  (500).  The  dies  were  made  by 
Herman  Otto  of  Denver  as  were  the 
16  other  issues  which  have  since 
been  cataloged  by  Farran  Zerbe,  a 
noted  numismatist  in  Lesher's  day. 

Ed  Hilbert,  proprietor  of  The  Madi¬ 
son  Coin  Box  had  a  baker's  dozen  of 
the  Lesher  pieces  stolen  from  his  car. 
He  owned  piece  No.  45  of  the  first  is¬ 
sue,  No.  110  of  the  second  issue.  No. 
637,  third  issue.  No.  246,  sixth  issue 
and  several  other  numbered  and  un¬ 
numbered  pieces. 

Adna  G.  Wilde,  Jr.  a  life  member  of 
The  American  Numismatic  Assoc, 
and  perhaps  the  top  authority  on  the 
issues  authored  an  interesting  history 
of  the  issues  (16  varieties)  and  who 
owns  them  today.  His  article  in  the 
February  1978  "Numismatist"  is  a 
must  for  token  and  medal  collectors. 

"So-called  Dollars",  an  illustrated 
standard  catalog  with  valuations  by 
Harold  Hibler  and  Charles  Kappen 
published  in  1963  illustrates  the  vari¬ 
eties  and  offers  extensive  informa¬ 
tion,  although  the  prices  are  out  of 
date.  You  may  have  a  copy  of  the 
book  free  if  you  subscribe  to  the  price 
lists  and  auction  catalogs  produced 
by  the  medal  firm  of  Johnson  and  Jan¬ 
sen,  P.O.  Box  1085,  Danbury  Conn. 
06810.  The  subscription  price  is  $10. 

If  you  see  an  eight-sided  silver 
medal  at  a  flea  market,  take  a  sharp 
look:  it  could  be  a  Joe  Lesher  referen¬ 
dum  souvenir  worth  several  hundred 
dollars.

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A  Coin  Of  A  Different  Stamp 


When  the  Civil  War  began  to  heat 
up  in  1861,  the  canny  citizens  both 
north  and  south  of  the  Mason-Dixon 
line  started  hoarding  coins.  We  can 
understand  the  hoarding  of  gold  and 
silver  coins  as  they  would  retain  their 
face  value  or  could  be  melted  down 
and  sold  as  precious  metals. 
However,  even  copper  coins  of  small 
denomination  were  taken  off  the 
market.  This  imposed  a  great 
hardship  on  merchants  and 
shopkeepers  who  were  unable  to 
make  change. 

The  situation  worsened  when 
speculators  in  the  major  cities 
cornered  what  supplies  there  were  of 
the  few  remaining  coins.  These 
speculators  sold  them  at  up  to  20% 
above  their  face  value  to  desperate 
owners  of  bars,  drugstores  and 
drygoods  emporia. 

The  coin  vacuum  could  not  stay 
unfilled.  Necessity  mothered  one 
John  Gault  of  Boston.  That  is, 
necessity  mothered  Mr.  Gault's 
invention.  An  invention  which  almost 
made  him  a  millionaire  at  a  time  when 
such  a  fortune  would  have  served  as 
a  foundation  for  an  industrial  dynasty. 
Instead,  thwarted  by  a  stuffy 
Government,  Mr.  Gault  has  become  a 
fascinating  footnote  in  both  the 
history  of  numismatics  and  the  history 
of  philately. 

What  Mr.  Gault  did  was  to  create 
an  acceptable  mode  of  currency  by 
taking  a  postage  stamp  and  inserting 
it  into  a  circular  holder.  Hence  the 
name  ‘encased  postage  stamp.''  The 
face  of  the  stamp  was  protected  by  a 
thin  sheet  of  mica  which  allowed  the

value  of  the  stamp  to  show. 

The  shortage  of  small  change 
became  so  acute  in  1862  that  Mr. 
Gault  could  have  made  money 
enough  by  merely  selling  his  "coins" 
at  a  slight  mark  up.  But  he  went  one 
better.  The  flat-button  making 
machine  he  used  to  press  the  two 
sides  of  the  "coin"  together  left  one 
side  of  the  stamp's  case  blank.  This, 
thought  Mr.  Gault,  would  make  an 
excellent  advertising  billboard.  So,  he 
decided  to  stamp  the  names  of  a 
variety  of  cutomers  on  the  back  of  the 
"coins"  they  ordered. 

The  United  States  Patent  Office 
thought  the  invention  sufficiently 
unique  to  issue  Mr.  Gault  Patent  No. 
1627  for  a  "Design  for  Postage 
Stamp  Case.”  That  was  the  last  time 
that  any  branch  of  the  Federal 
Government  was  so  kind  to  our 
ingenious  hero.  With  the  issuance  of 
this  patent  on  August  12,  1862,  Mr. 
Gault  was  ready  for  the  big  time. 

Alas.  It  was  not  to  be.  The  demand 
for  Encased  Postage  Stamps  with 
advertising  on  the  back  was  so  great 
that  Gault  quickly  exhausted  the 
supplies  of  stamps  which  were 
available  to  him  in  the  large  Northern 
cities.  The  Government  refused  to 
sell  to  him  directly.  As  poor  Mr.  Gault 
put  it:  "I  could  have  made  a  million 
dollars  in  a  year  if  the  Post  Office 
Department  had  not  shut  down  on 
me.” 

Why  was  the  government  so 
closehanded  to  a  Yankee  citizen 
trying  to  make  an  honest  cent?  Well, 
the  Post  Office  was  having  problems 
of  its  own  Previous  to  the  Civil  War, 
the  two  major  stamp  issues  were 
those  of  1847  and  1851.  When  the 
war  began,  the  Southern  States 
proceeded  to  confiscate  all  existing 
postage  stamps  and  adopt  them  for 
their  own  postal  use.  The  US. 
Government  then  called  in  all  stamps 
from  those  two  issues  and  declared 
them  of  no  value. 

The  Post  Office  was  then  faced 
with  the  task  of  getting  out  a  new 
issue  of  stamps  at  a  time  (1861) 
when  shortages  were  beginning  to 
occur  everywhere.  It  was  also  slow 
work  to  print,  gum  and  distribute 
these  new  stamps  to.  the  Northern 
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post  offices  which  required  them  Tor 
normal  commerce.  So  Uncle  Sam 
was  a  mite  touchy  about  his  money 
and  his  stamps.  When  it  looked  as 
though  GauL  was  about  to  go  into 
partnership  with  him,  Uncle  Sam 
found  himself  unable  to  come  up  with 
enough  stamps. 

It  has  not  been  fully  authenticated 
but  it  is  believed  that  all  of  the 
genuine  encased  postage  stamp 
issues  were  produced  in  the  months 
of  July  and  August,  1862.  The 
shortage  of  these  treasures  in  today's 
collections  seems  to  prove  the  point. 

Collectors  can  look  for  individual 
encased  postage  stamps  which  range 
in  face  value  from  one  cent  through 
three,  five,  ten,  twelve,  twenty-four, 
thirty  and  ninety  cents.  Complete  sets 
are  practically  unknown  and  are, 
therefore,  hard  to  price  and  always 
expensive.  There  are  few 
investments  known  which  can  match 
the  appreciation  value  of  these  items. 
Catalog  prices  are  of  little  aid  in 
pricing  since  published  prices  are 
often  obsolete  when  published.  If  you 
wish  to  purchase  a  choice  specimen 
of  an  encased  postage  stamp,  be 
willing  to  pay  a  few  hundred  dollars  or 
more. 

The  flat-button  machine  used  by 
John  Gault  was  maufactured  by  the 
Scovill  Manufacturing  Company  of 
Waterbury,  Connecticut,  a  button 
manufacturer.  Unfortunately,  it  was 
totally  destroyed  in  a  fire  in  1881.  No 
records  ,  samples  nor  products  were 
left  after  the  conflagration. 

The  man  with  the  original  idea  of 
turning  stamps  into  coins  died  early  in 
1900.  At  that  time  he  was  a  resident 
of  the  famous  old  Murray  Hill  Hotel  in 
New  York  City.  Wealth  eluded  him 
but  his  invention  has  brought  him  a 
measure  of  fame. 

In  1862,  the  Treasury  Department 
took  the  same  type  of  postage 
stamps  that  Gault  had  been  using 
and  simply  pasted  them  on  strips  of 
Treasury  paper.  These  strips  had 
definite  face  values  on  them  as 
originated  by  General  F.E.  Spinner. 
This  resulted  in  Congress  authorizing 
the  first  regular  issue  of  Postage 
Currency,  under  a  bill  signed  by 
President  Lincoln  on  July  17,  1862. 


Museum  Exhibits  Coins 
Of  Great  Britain 


In  conjunction  with  the  exhibit  of 
"The  Folger's  Coffee  Collection,”  The 
Newark  Museum  exhibited  “From  the 
Museum's  Collection:  Coins  of  Great 
Britain  1702-1830,  Including  the 
Reigns  of  Queen  Anne  and  the 
Georgian  Kings.”  The  coin  exhibit, 
which  opened  on  April  1,  covered 
approximately  the  same  period  as  the 
antique  English  silver  from  the 
Folger's  Coffee  Company  Collection. 

Coinage  and  silver  holloware  were 
more  closely  related  in  18th  and  19th 
century  Britain  than  they  are  today. 
The  value  of  metal  as  marked  on  a 
coin  was  more  equal  to  the  coin's 
intrinsic  value.  The  Crown  set  the 
standard  for  the  weight  and  fineness 
of  metal  used  both  in  coins  and  in 
luxury  ware  such  as  coffeepots. 

In  times  of  metal  scarcity  during 
this  period,  it  was  worthwhile  to  melt 
down  coins  to  produce  utensils.  In 
other  times  utensils  were  melted  to 
produce  coinage.  A  person’s  wealth 
could  thus  be  measured  by  the  coins 
stowed  in  his  money  chest  or  by  the 
plate,  flatware  and  holloware  on  his 
dining  room  table. 

Among  the  objects  on  exhibit  were 
a  silver  tankard,  made  in  Philadelphia 
ca.  1740,  displayed  with  the 
equivalent  weight  in  coinage  that 
would  have  been  melted  down  to 
make  it. 

With  a  few  exceptions,  the  official 
coins  on  exhibit  were  made  at  the 
Tower  Mint  in  the  Tower  of  London, 
and  after  1816  &t  nearby  Tower  Hill. 
The  larger  denominations  of  gold 
coins  have  survived  in  good 
condition,  probably  because  they  did 
not  circulate  but  were  stored  as 
bullion  for  large  business 
transactions.  The  term  “guinea”  used 
for  gold  coins  prior  to  1816  refers  to 
the  source  of  much  of  the  gold: 
Guinea  and  the  Gold  Coast  of  Africa. 

Other  coins  in  the  exhibit  were 
silver  pennies  and  silver  crowns,  and 
Spanish  silver  Lima  coins,  captured 
as  booty  by  Admiral  Anson  on  his 
voyage  around  the  world  during  the 
reign  of  George  II.  There  were  also 


countermarked  Spanish  dollars, 
captured  by  privateers  during  the 
reign  of  George  III,  some  cut  into 
pieces  for  small  change. 

The  majority  of  coins  on  view  were 
acquired  in  the  Museum's  Frank  I. 
Liveright  Collection,  gift  of  the  late 
Frank  I.  Liveright  in  1925. 

Also  in  conjunction  with  the  Folger 
Silver  show,  'Silver  Tea  Services 
from  the  Collection  of  the  Newark 
Museum"  were  on  view  in  the 
Ballantine  House  gallery.  Represent¬ 
ing  styles  from  Federal  to  Art  Nouv 
eau,  most  of  the  sets  were  produced 
between  1790  and  1900  in  the 
leading  style  centers  of  New  York  ana 
Philadelphia.  Many  were  used  by 
New  Jersey  families,  and  two  of  the 
sets  are  considered  the  finest 
examples  of  the  work  of  two 
Philadelphia  manufacturers,  Simon 
3haudron  and  Fletcher  &  Gardiner. 

The  Newark  Museum  is  located  at 
49  Washington  Street  in  downtown 
Newark,  with  parking  available  in  the 
adjacent  lot  at  the  corner  of  University 
and  Central  Avenues.  The  Museum  is 
open  daily  from  noon  to  5:00  p.m. 
Admission  is  free. 


JUDGE  RETURNS  COIN 
TO  NEW  JERSEY  FIRM 


Another  incident  of  dealer 
cooperation  to  restore  numismatic 
property  has  reached  the  press. 

A  rare  German  states  taler  coin, 
valued  at  about  $3,000  and 
mysteriously  missing  from  the 
Madison  Coin  Box,  Inc.,  in  New 
Jersey  since  last  year,  has  been 
returned  to  its  owner  by  court  order, 
after  it  was  consigned  by  a  Florida 
dealer  to  Jess  Peters,  Inc.,  of 
Decatur.  III. 

The  coin,  a  Regensburg 
Regimentaler,  has  been  reported 
missing  from  the  Madison  Coin  Box  in 
a  news  story.  Peters  said  there  was

Numismatic  Association  convention 
dismal  for  New  York  professional 
numismatist  J.J.  Van  Grover  Aug.  7. 

A  pair  of  suitcases  were  stolen 
from  the  trunk  of  Van  Grover’s 
Mercedes  while  he  was  lunching  in 
the  Hyatt  House  hotel’s  lobby 
restaurant  in  Cherry  Hill,  N.J. 
headquarters  of  the  convention. 

There  was  no  visible  damage  to  the 
car,  indicating  the  work  of 
professional,  well-equipped  thieves, 
police  theorized  in  the  wake  of  the 
theft  “For  once  I  got  careless,”  Van 
Grover  observed,  "they  really  cleaned 
me  out. 

The  New  York  dealer  had  planned 
to  return  earlier,  but  was  delayed  by 
an  apparent  dead  battery,  run  down 
by  uncertain  cause,  possible  by  lights 
turned  on  by  other  hands  than  the 
owner's,  Van  Grover  suggested.  The 
delay  was  sufficient  to  allow  other 
departing  dealers  to  be  far  from  the 
hotel,  and  making  stragglers  of  any 
remaining,  traditionally  favorite  tar¬ 
gets  for  professional  thieves. 

After  taking  a  suitcase  from  the 
trunk  and  relocking  it,  Van  Grover 
recalled,  he  had  gone  inside,  ordered 
lunch,  going  to  the  front  door  of  the 
hotel  to  check  the  car,  parked  just 
outside  the  main  entrance.’  All 
seemed  in  order  until  reopening  the 
trunk  with  its  key  revealed  the  loss  of 
the  suitcases  of  coins. 

Missing  were  12  sets  of  Israel  silver 
commemoratives,  a  stock  book 
containing  470  Palestine  Mandate 
coins  by  date,  a  27-coin  Israel  prutah 
coin  stock  book,  Israel  Government 
Coins  &  Medals,  pages  containing  a 
city  coin-medal  set  and  sets  of  state 
medals,  as  well  as  some  81  prutah 
denominations  in  two-by-two  holders. 

Among  world  coins-  taken  was  a 
rare  two-thirds  taler  in  silver  of 
Hapsburg  Emperor  Charles  VI  of  the 
Holy  Roman  Empire:  Bavaria  gold 
ducat  of  1806  in  Extremely  Fine- 
About  Uncirculated;  Hannover  gold 
one  krone  of  1863  in  EF;  Anhalt  silver 
five  mark  of  1896:  Bavaria  1888-D 
five  mark.

Article  VI,  Section  1.  In  order  to  be  a 
candidate  for  office,  a  member  must 
receive  at  least  two  (2)  nominations 
from  member  clubs  in  good  standing 
and  two  (2)  nominations  from 
individual  members  in  good  standing. 
No  member  may  nominate  himself 
nor  nominate  a  number  of  candidates 
for  office  in  excess  of  the  number  to 
be  elected.  All  nomination  forms  must 
be  endorsed  and  include  the 
membership  number  to  facilitate  the 
recording  of  nominations. 

The  Election  Committee  Chairman 
shall  promptly  write  to  each  nominee 
notifying  him  or  her  of  such 
nomination  and  request  a  written 
acceptance  or  refusal.  No  nominee 
may  accept  a  nomination  for  more 
than  one  (1)  elective  office  in  any  one 
election.  The  President  shall  not  be 
eligible  for  re-election  to  the  office  of 
President,  but  is  eligible  for  election 
to  other  elective  offices.  Nominations 
shall  be  accepted  or  declined  by 
January  20,  1979. 

The  Election  Committee  Chairman 
shall  cause  a  current  list  of  nominees 
and  their  actions  thereon  to  be 
published  in  the  First  Quarter  Issue  of 
the  N.J. N.J.  of  the  election  year.  The 
Election  Committee  Chairman  shall 
obtain  and  publish  in  the  First  Quarter 
Issue  of  the  N.J. N.J.  for  such  year  a 
biography,  not  exceeding  250  words 
in  length,  of  each  nominee  who  has 
so  accepted  a  nomination;  such 
biography  shall  include  a  record  of 
services  to  the  Association  and  to 
numismatics  in  general. 

Article  VI,  Section  3  provides  that 
an  Election  Committee,  designated 
by  the  Executive  Board,  shall  cause 
the  names  of  such  nominees  who 
have  so  accepted  to  be  printed  on 
official  ballots  without  place  of 
residence  appearing  on  the  ballot. 

After  registering  his  or  her  choices, 
the  ballot  is  to  be  mailed  to  the 
Election  Committee  Chairman,  Ed 
Smith,  P.O.  Box  70,  Kenvil,  New 
Jersey  and  must  be  received  by  April 
15,  1979.

The  former  director  of  the  Bureau 
of  the  Mint  Fva  Adams,  exoressed 
her  approval  ot  the  new  Canadian 
gold  $100  with  12  flying  geese  and 
the  inscription,  “Together  Into  the 
Future.”  The  “national  unity”  coin 
weighs  half-an-ounce. 

Miss  Adams  expressed  the  opinion 
that  the  United  States  Treasury 
Department  would  do  well  to  consider 
such  a  coin  for  the  United  States  and 
hoped  that  forthcoming  hearings 
would  be  favorable. 

Jesse  R.  Helms,  Senator  of  North 
Carolina  and  Rep.  Steven  D.  Symms 
of  Idaho  have  introduced  legislation 
called  “The  Gold  Medallion  Act  of 
1978”  which  would  provide  one- 
ounce  and  half-ounce  gold 
medallions  for  sale  to  the  public.  Miss 
Adams  expressed  the  hope  that  the 
hearings  slated  for  Aug.  25  would 
prove  positive. 

The  third  speaker  was  our  own  vai 
Pasvolsky,  who  had  turned  80  years 
of  age  that  very  day.  Those  in 
attendance  were  treated  to  a  piece  of 
birthday  cake  and  coffee  after  the 
Forum  to  toast  the  octogenarian 
international  numismatist. 

David  L.  Ganz,  the  ubitiquous 
numismatist-journalist,  whose  writing 
is  encountered  in  almost  every 
numismatic  publication,  was  the 
forum  moderator. 

The  Awards  Breakfast  in  the 
Garden  State  Room  Sunday  morning 
at  9  a.m.  was  a  sellout  with 
exhibitors,  club  representatives  and 
dealers  on  hand  to  hear  Exhibits 
Chairman  Joseph  W.  Lowande 
announce  the  winners. 

GSNA  president  William  Horton,  the 
awards  breakfast  chairman, 
introduced  Mishler,  who  had 
requested  time  for  an  announcement. 
He  outlined  the  Numismatic 
Ambassador  program  sponsored  by 
Krause  Publications  to  “honor  the 
outstanding  and  unselfish  dedication 
of  people  who  serve  the  hobby  and 
give  them  the  recognition  they  justly 
deserve.”  It  soon  became  apparent 
from  his  citation  that  he  was  referring 
to  our  own  John  H.  Harris,  who  was 
completely  surprised  as  he  accepted 
the  beautiful  plaque. 

Harris  becomes  the  second  winner 
of  the  coveted  award  in  the 
organization.  One  of  the  first  to 
receive  the  award  several  years  ago 
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was  our  own  Val  Pasvolsky.  What 
other  club  has  TWO  Numismatic 
Ambassadors? 

“What  the  GSNA  has  achieved  in 
its  short  lifetime  is  a  tribute  to  what 
teamwork  can  accomplish  in 
numismatics,"  stated  Mishler  in 
presenting  the  award,  “and  it  is  my 
privilege  to  recognize  one  of  the 
outstanding  members  of  the  team. 

Harris  was  cited  for  his  “time  and 
effort  toward  hobby  building  projects 
and  youth  organizations  in  his  area, 
with  an  emphasis  on  disadvantaged 
youth." 

First  vice-president,  general 
chairman  of  the  convention  and  editor 
of  the  New  Jersey  Numismatic 
Journal,  Harris  received  the  award  at 
the  Awards  Breakfast  on  Sunday, 
Aug.  6,  closing  day  of  the  third  annual 
convention  which  was  bigger  and 
better  than  the  two  before  it. 

Harris,  retired  from  the  military  and 
a  resident  of  Asbury  Park,  has  been  a 
driving  force  and  one  of  the  founders 
of  the  GSNA,  which  he  serves  so 
well. 


The  Numismatic  Ambassador 
Award,  sponsored  by  Krause 
Publications,  “focuses  national 
attention  on  worthy  numismatists  who 
might  not  otherwise  be  noticed,”  said 
publisher  Mishler. 

Lowande  announced  that  26 
exhibitors  had  filled  84  cases  in  the 
exhibit  hall.  The  Newark  Museum  had 
three  cases  of  New  Jersey  money 
and  18  exhibitors  won  awards, 
including  two  junior  members.  The 
"also  rans"  didn't  go  home  empty- 
handed,  as  every  exhibitor  got  a 
trophy. 

Top  prize,  The  Val  Pasvolsky 
award,  went  to  the  Best  In  Show  a 
five-case  display  of  U.S.  currency 
from  1862  to  date.  The  happy  winner 
was  Steve  Taylor,  a  devoted  veteran 
exhibitor  from  Dover,  Del,  a  member 
ot  the  Kent  Coin  Club  (CM  024). 

First  place  winner  in  the  U.S.  Coins 
division  was  Jerry  Zara  of  Bricktown 
with  Ed  Filliger,  Lakewood,  and  John 
Belansoff,  Hopewell,  in  2nd  and  third 
spot. 


Ray  Hartman  of  Philadelphia  had 
the  best  display  of  foreign  material 
with  Tom  Sebrmg  and  George  Cuhaj 
of  Pa.  and  Long  Island,  respectively, 
in  the  number  two  and  three  slots. 

Douglas  Moore  had  the  best  paper 
money  display,  another  Dover 
Delaware  entry,  and  second  place 
winner  was  John  Morsello,  a 
Pennsylvanian. 

The  most  impressive  display  of 
medals  was  shown  by  James  Brandt, 
a  New  Yorker,  with  George  Cahuj, 
another  New  Yorker,  close  behind. 
Third  place  was  captured  by  Stan 
Brown  with  a  display  of  wooden 
medals. 

In  the  miscellaneous  division  Jerry 
Zara  copped  top  slot,  a  repeat  winner 
having  taken  the  U.S.  Coins  top  prize. 
George  Cuhaj  won  another  second 
place  having  wrapped  up  the  number 
two  spot  in  the  medals  competition 
and  third  place  went  to  Robert 
Mitchell  of  Maryland. 

Gary  Dunaenko,  Somerset,  N.J., 
took  an  invitational  award  and  all  the 
exhibitors  who  did  not  place  were 
given  trophies  for  their  honest  effort 
and  for  contributing  to  an  interesting 
and  educational  display  ot 
numismatic  material. 


DREAMS  CAN  COME  TRUE 

‘I  he  dream  of  every  coin  collector 
at  one  time  or  another  is  to  discover  a 
large  hoard  of  rare  coins  in  some 
forgotten  attic,  cellar  or  cave.  Many 
such  dreams  have  come  true. 

Bruce  Lorich,  a  staffer  at  Bowers 
and  Ruddy  Galleries  in  Los  Angeles, 
has  woven  the  yarns  that  made 
numismatic  history  into  a  colorful 
tapestry  that  will  tickle  your  fancy. 
What  happened  to  a  pair  of  teen-age 
boys  in  Baltimore  should  happen  to 
you. 

It  was  a  blazing  hot  August  day  in 
1934,  and  the  boys  were  rooting 
around  in  the  cool  cellar  of  an 
abandoned  house  when  they 
chanced  upon  the  largest  gold  hoard 
ever  discovered  in  the  United  States 
—  3,500  pieces  dated  before  the  Civil 
War.  Relatives  of  the  former  owner  of 
the  house  claimed  the  treasure  and 
took  the  boys  to  court,  but  the  judge 
invoked  the  old  “finders-keepers" 
axiom  and  the  boys  were  declared 
legal  owners  of  the  hoard  of  goald, 
valued  at  $11,400  at  face. 

The  hqard  was  sold  at  auction  in 
1935  for  $19,000,  and  the  bovs 
returned  to  the  basement  of  the  same 
house  and  dug  up  another  $8-10,000 
more,  to  the  consternation  of  the

said. 

Most  of  the  items  he  has  studied  are 
advertising  tokens  using  the  admiral's 
name  as  a  gimmick,  he  said 

Around  the  turn  of  the  century, 
there  was  no  radio  or  television,  so 
there  were  limited  means  of 
advertising, "  he  said.  "There  were  no 
television  stars,  so  they  just  used 
Dewey,  who  was  the  national  hero  of 
the  day.” 

Most  of  the  tokens  are  made  of 
bronze  arid  aluminum  and  were 
issued  in  1899  and  1900,  he  said. 

"There  were  drinking  glasses, 
plates,  spoons  and  statues  using  his 
name,"  Dewey  said. 

"The  amount  of  stuff  that  came  out 
is  unlimited.  It  sold  products  and 
everybody  got  into  the  act,”  he  said. 

He  got  started  collecting  items 
related  to  the  admiral  in  1932  when  a 
friend  gave  him  a  Dewey  medal. 

‘That  is  all  it  takes,”  he  said. 
"Someone  gives  you  one  medal  and 
you  start  wondering  where  are  the 
others." 

He  said  he  is  willing  to  help  others 
who  are  researching  the  naval 
officer's  life,  he  said. 

A  successful  numismatist  must 
learn  to  share  and  depend  on  others, 
he  said.  “No  one  person  can  do  it 
alone.” 

“I  can't  afford  to  buy  the  stuff 
myself,"  he  said. 

For  example,  currency  notes 
issued  by  the  William  A.  Torrey  family 
in  the  early  years  of  the  township  can 
cost  as  much  as  $40  each,  he  said 
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Dewey,  who  has  film  developing 
facilities  at  his  home,  is  content  just  to 
photograph  many  of  the  items  and 
return  them  to  friends. 

Dewey  depends  on  others  for  his 
research  into  paper  currency. 

There  are  so  many  people 
involved  in  collecting  paper.  There  is 
no  use  in  putting  one  more  guy  in 
competition,”  he  said.  “So  I  let  my 
friends  take  care  of  the  paper.” 

His  "friends"  are  collectors  from 
Maryland  to  Hackensack  with  whom 
he  keeps  in  close  touch  through  the 
mails. 

These  fellows  willingly  send  me 
anything  I  ask  for,"  he  said. 

He  has  written  many  other  articles 
on  numismatics  covering  subjects 
from  military  medals  to  money  printed 
in  his  native  Mount  Vernon,  N.Y. 

Dewey,  a  licensed  engineer,  is  a 
member  of  the  Municipal  Utilities 
Authority. 

Although  he  has  no  formal  training 
as  a  numismatist,  he  has  a  degree  in 
engineering  from  Union  University  in 
Schenectady,  N.Y. 

He  retired  12  years  ago  as  an 
engineer  for  the  New  York  Telephone 
Co. 

He  moved  to  12-B  Snowberry  Lane 
in  the  Crestwooo  Village  development 
seven  years  ago  from  Brick 
Township,  where  he  served  on  the 
Brick  Township  Planning  Board 

He  lives  with  his  second  wife, 
Genevieve,  who  he  married  two  years 
ago.

dozens  of  people  who  had  fruitlessly 
scoured  the  abandoned  abode. 

It  is  nice  to  imagine  what  the  coins 
would  have  been  worth  if  the  boys 
had  put  them  away  until  retirement 
age.  If  they  had  sold  them  at  auction 
this  summer,  when  Bowers  and 
Ruddy  conducted  the  auction  at  the 
American  Numismatic  Association 
Convention  in  Houston,  the  best  coin 
in  the  hoard,  an  1856-0  Double  Eagle 
in  Very  Fine  condition,  would 
probably  have  brought  $30,000 
instead  of  the  $105  realized  in  1935.
